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Mao seriously 
ill; condition 
not made public 


HONG KONG (UPI) — The Chinese 
language newspaper Truth Daily said 
today Communist Chinese Chairman Mao 
Tse-Tung is seriously ill in an undisclos­ 
ed city in the interior of China. 
Quoting “authoritative sources1’ from 
the mainland, the anti-Communist news­ 
paper said Mao collapsed during an in­ 
spection tour late last year and has re­ 
mained too ill to return to Peking. 
The report is sim ilar to other re­ 
ports and rumors about Mao’s illness or 
death that have been heard in this colony 
for more than a year. 
“ Authoritative sources said Mao Tse- 
Tung has been saved from the danger of 
death,” the newspaper said in reporting 
Mao’s illness. “The doctors said he is 
not in the instant danger of death but 
needs a complete rest. Therefore, up 
to the middle of January, Mao Tse-Tung 
could not return to Peking. 
“ The sources said Mao Tse-Tung is 
still seriously ill. He cannot receive 
guests.” 
The newspaper said Defense Minister 
Lin Piao and Prem ier Chou En-Lai were 
directing the government and handling 
other official duties. 
Shots fired 
at Soviet 
cosmonauts 
MOSCOW (UPI) — A young man fired 
on the triumphal motorcade of Soviet 
cosmonauts through Moscow Wednesday 
and injured a 
chauffeur and a police­ 
man, the official news agency Tass re­ 
ported tonight. 
Tass said the gunman fired on the 
second car in the motorcade which car­ 
ried the world's only woman cosmonaut, 
Valentina Tereshkova, and several oth­ 
e r veteran space men. 


The driver of the car and a motor­ 
cycle police outrider were injured, it 
said. 
“ The person who fired the shots was 
detained on the spot,” Tass said. “ An 
investigation is being conducted.” 
Official sources, who had disclosed 
the shooting incident earlier, said the 
man was “ mentally deranged.” 


These sources said the man fired 
five bullets from two pistols at the mo­ 
torcade outside the Kremlin gate. 
The cosmonauts were en route to a 
reception in the Kremlin in honor of the 
four space men who made history by 
carrying out the first docking of manned 
vehicles and the first space walk be­ 
tween two spaceships last week. The 
ceremony was held as scheduled.

program aired 
at meeting 


Agricultural preserves will diminish 
the 
county’s assessed valuation only 
about three per cent and the program is 
well in hand, a farm adviser told mem­ 
bers of the Lompoc Soil Conservation 
District last night. 
The adviser, George Goodall told mem­ 
bers assembled in the district office that 
about 300,000 acres of the county's 535,- 
000 acres of privately owned rural land 
would probably achieve a preserve sta* 
tus eventually. The Hibbitts' and Dono­ 
van ranches near Lompoc are presently 
in the program, he said. 
The county is participating in the p ro 
gram along with 23 other counties in the 
state. Thus far about 2 million acres 
have been granted agricultural preserve 
status under the land conservation act 
of 1965. 
Goodall said the act sought to pro- 
serve rural lands for agricultural pur­ 
poses. 
Not all of the anticipated preserves 
will be approved in time tor inclusion on 
the March tax rolls, but because the 
bulk of them filed for the status too 
late for processing, Goodall said. 
Goodall said fears that the program 
would adversely affect the county’s tax 
base were unfounded. School districts 
located in predominently rural areas 
like Los Olivos will be affected the 
most, but Goodall said special relief had 
been proposed for them to offset the 
drop in assessed valuations. 
The program has been widely accept* 
ed, but its permanence is dependent on 
additional legislation which must be 
formulated at the state level by 1971, 
Goodall concluded.

The State Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion yesterday granted Astro Air perm is­ 
sion to operate a passenger airline out 
of Lompoc. The service to Los Angeles 
and San Francisco could begin as early 
as Feb. 15, officials indicated this week. 
According to the PUC certificate, 
Astro Air will not transport passengers 
between other points io be served. All 
passengers to be transported are to 
originate or terminate at Lompoc. 
The new airline will have three round 
trips daily on weekdays and two round 
trips on Saturdays, Sundays and legal 
holidays between Lompoc and Los An­ 
geles. At first, it will combine the flights 
to San Jose and San Francisco, with 
two round trips each weekday and a mini­ 
mum of one round trip on Saturday,

and legal holidays. Separate 
flights will be provided in and out of 
San Jose when the volume of business 
requires it. 
Astro Air will use the Carstedt Jet 
Liner 600. It carries a crew of two and 
18 passengers at a cruising speed of 
285-300 M.P.H. and is powered by two 
turbo-prop engines. 
Astro Air will also utilize, as a 
standby aircraft, a twin-engine Piper 


Three youths safe following 
harrowing 
river experience 


Three young Lompoc boys today are 
recovering from shock and exposure fol­ 
lowing an apparent brush with death in 
the storm swollen Santa Ynez River 
last night. 
After being rescued, the lads gave 
Sheriff Department officials a bizarre 
report of how one of the three had 
been pushed into the river and the other 
two tossed bodily from the river bank 
onto a small island several feet off 
shore. 
Sheriff’s Deputy Glenn McMurry said 
that Daren Brown, 10, of 420 N. Lupine 
Ave., reported that two “ college” men 
had pushed him into the river and then 
threw George T 
Brandau, 7, of 1512 
E. Oak Ave., and Michael Smith, 11, of 
1517 E. Oak Ave., onto the island lo­ 
cated some 10-15 feet off shore. The 
lads were questioned separately but 
all related essentially the same story, 
McMurry said. 
Young Daren reportedly managed to 
scram ble to safety from the swirling wa­ 
te rs and ran for help. Daren’s cries 
brought Mrs. Smith, mother of Michael, 
to the scene. 
Mrs. Smith tied atennis shoe to a length 
of clothesline and managed to cast is 
in the darkness to her son. As Michael 
was being pulled from the water, fire­ 
men and deputies arrived. 
County F ire Capt. Ralph Stonebumer 
tied a rope to his waist and swam to 
the island for the rescue of George. The

There were 47 deaths attributed to the 
storm in Southern California and the

After three days of testimony about 
events leading to surrender of his ship, 
Bucher was warned by the U.S. Navy 
Wednesday that he was “ suspected” of 
a violation of the Naval code in the man­ 
ner in which he conducted himself. 
The counsel for a naval court of in­ 
quiry, which could recommend a court 
martial trial, informed the 4l-year-old 
skipper that he need answer no more 
questions about the capture of the ship 
by North Korean gunboats or what hap­ 
pened subsequently. 
Bucher replied that he wanted to tell 
the full story. He was expected to relate 
today what happened in Communist cap­ 
tivity. 
The Navy threw the ball back to Bu­ 
cher after the commander told a lengthy 
story of lack of destruction capabili­ 
ties, 
desperate pleas for American 
aircraft that never came and a “ hope­ 
less” 
situation which he tought could 
lead only to the slaughter of his 83- 
man crew. 
Bucher had testified that virtually all 
the equipment on the ship was t ashed in 
with axes and secret papers burned or 
dumped overboard before he surrender­ 
ed. 
The orphan graduate of Boys Town, 
Neb., conceded the United States lost a 
ship without firing a shot and that he 
personally threw his two pistols over­ 
board. 
The five hard-nosed admirals on the 
hoard of inquiry listened with apparent 
increasing distaste to his final instruc­ 
tions, 
“ prepare 
to receive Koreans 
aboard.” 
Cap*. William Newsome, counsel lor 
the court, told Bucher late Wednesday 
afternoon that it was his duty to inform 
the skipper that he was suspected of vio­ 
lations that might lead to a trial. They 
provide: 
“ The commanding officer shall not 
permit his command to be searched 
by any persons representing a foreign 
state nor permit any of the personnel 
under his command to be removed from 
the command by such persons, so long 
as he has the power to resist.” 
Bucher replied that once armed Kore­ 
an soldiers boarded the Pueblo he no 
longer had the power to resist. 
E. Miles Harvey, 
Bucher's civilian 
attorney, said he was confident Bucher 
would be exonerated if he is brought to 
court m artial. He said the accusation 
was not at all unexpected. 
The drama of the hearing was tre­ 
mendous. Bucher related every facet 
of the Pueblo's capture except for class­ 
ified m atters.

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De Gaulle 
to remain 
until 72 
PARIS (UPI)—In one short 
sentence, President Charles de 
Gaulle today shunted former 
Prem ier Georges Pompidou out 
of the headlines and into the 
political cartoons. 
De Gaulle told his cabinet 
Wednesday he had no intention 
of resigning as president before 
his term expires in 1972. “ I 
have the duty and intention of 
fulfilling (my) mandate to its 
end,” 
De 
Gaulle 
told 
the 
cabinet. 
The 78-year-old president thus 
squashed a wave of speculation 
triggered by a statement made 
by Pompidou in Rome that he 
would 
run 
for president of 
France “ when 
there 
is 
an 
election” , meaning when De 
Gaulle retired. Pompidou re­ 
peated his ambitions later in 
Paris. 
Many observers said Pompi­ 
dou 
made his statement in 
Rome with the prior knowledge 
and 
consent 
of De 
Gaulle. 
Pompidou 
was 
De 
Gaulle’s 
prem ier until last July’s nation­ 
al elections. 
Following the elections De 
Gaulle replaced Pompidou and 
appointed the current premier, 
Maurice Couve de Murville. 
However, most political obser­ 
vers agreed Pompidou was still 
De Gaulle’s intended successor. 
At that time, De Gaulle said 
publicly that Pompidou was to 
be held “ in reserve” for the 
nation until it confided him with 
a “ mandate” . The term “ man­ 
date” 
is 
generally used in 
French political vocabulary to 
mean only the presidency. 
But today Pompidou was the 
brunt of jokes and political 
cartoons. 
The newspaper Le Figaro 
carried a cartoon showing a 
tiny Pompidou, his characteris­ 
tic cigarette dangling from his 
mouth, wearing a napoleonic 
hat. Towering over him was De 
Gaulle, in medieval regal attire, 
shouting “ give the hat back to 
papa—immediately! ” 
The newspaper L’Aurore said 
Pompidou 
would 
regret 
his 
“ Roman Holiday.” 
But if De Gaulle was intent on 
showing that he would stay in 
power, 
others were 
equally 
determined to undermine his 
authority. 
The powerful General Confe­ 
deration of Labor, France’s 
largest union, declared it would 
stage a new round of national 
protests Feb. 
12. 
It 
made 
reference 
to 
last 
spring’s 
domestic revolt and hinted that 
the trouble could always be 
repeated. 
At the same time, workers in 
a Dassault aircraft factory near 
Bordeaux began a series of 
wildcat strikes in opposition to 
De Gaulle’s embargo on arm s 
shipments to Israel. The factory 
will be closed soon because 
Israel was its chief customer.

State school trustees reaffirm 
intention to keep SF State open

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
California State College Board 
of Trustees concluded a two-day 
meeting Wednesday with a spi­ 
rited debate on problems at 
strife-torn San Francisco State 
-and Gov. Ronald Reagan of­ 
fered newsmen a headline. 
“Trustees reaifirm stand; col­ 
lege will stay open; trustees 
will not negotiate under threat 
of force.” 
Reagan ottered the headline 
at a news conference following 
the session, during which the 
governor 
exchanged 
sharp 
words 
with 
the only Negro 
member 
on the board over 
whether Negro college students 
are being victimized by white 
militants. 
The exchange came w h e n 
Reagan spoke out against a 
proposal by 
Trustee William 
Norris that the board, ruling 
body of the 18 state colleges, 
hold direct discussions with mi­ 
nority student leaders on strike 
at San Francisco State. 
The governor said the plan 
was a “sellout” of acting presi­ 
dent S. I. Hayakawa and t h e 
majority of students who he 
said are attempting to get an 
education despite the turmoil. 
He favored waiting until student 
demonstrations 
and 
faculty 
strikes ended before opening di­ 
rect discussions 
with 
dissi­ 
dents. 
“The Black Students Union 
has been victimized by a large­ 


ly white group with another ax 
to grind—the Students for a 
Democratic Society,” 
Reagan 
said. “ The BSU would make a 
great deal more progress if 
they' walked away from this an­ 
archical group and came in and 
sat down and discussed t h e 
issues.” 


Trustee Edward O. Lee, t h e 
board’s only Negro member ob­ 
jected. He said Reagan was 
mistaken about the Black stu­ 
dent group. 
“ If you believe that, gover­ 
nor,” Lee said “You are almost 
totally naive about the BSU.” 
Opposition to the Norris plan 
also came from State College 
Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke, 
who said student demands at 
San Francisco State were “ an 
end run to go over the head of 


duly constituted channels.” 
The proposal was defeated, 
and the trustees ended their 
meeting without any major pol­ 
icy changes. 


“ It took 2l/2 hours to wind up 
doing nothing,” Reagan com­ 
mented.

Teale said the legislature felt 
“ that the actual source ofproj> 
erty tax receipts used as a re­ 
source for education is broader 
than the district that educates 
the child and the district should 
not claim the privilege of com­ 
manding an undue proportion of 
the property tax resources for 
exclusive benefit of their resi­ 
dent children. 
A statewide equalization tax 
will have the effect of using the 
excess funds of the wealthier

to bring the

Dr. Ronald Cox, the commit­ 
tee’s consultant, said a state­ 
wide rate of $1.80 combined 
with present state aid to schools 
would increase the basic aid 
for an elementary pupil by $11. 
Alan Post, legislative analyst, 
presented a study showing the 
effects of a split property tax 
rate of $1.80 for residential and 
apartment property and $3.88 
on business property including 
farms and vacant lots.

The average tax rate for the 
split assessment roll plan is 
$2.88. This rate added to pres­ 
ent school aid would result in a 
basic education program of $517 
per pupil. 
The study recommended irw 
creasing state aid by more than 
$70 million to guarantee a foun­ 
dation program of $552 per 
pupil. This figure is the present 
average cost across the state

school students. 
The California School Boards 
Association offered an equaliza­ 
tion formula that provides 50 
per cent of school costs from a 
statewide property tax and the 
remaining 50 per cent from the 
state general fund. 
The tax rate required would 
be $3.25 but it would support a 
foundation program of $625 per 
pupil.

County ag preserve program takes 
big leap with 12 new applicants 


The 
county’s controversial 
agricultural preserve program 
took another big leap forward 
Wednesday 
when the County 
Planning 
Commission recom­ 
mended approval of twelve addi­ 
tional agricultural preserves 
totaling about $680,000. 
Action on the newest preserve 
applications, all in the Santa 
Ynez and Lompoc Valleys, and 
including portions of the huge 
San Julian Ranch east of Las 
Cruces, brought to almost200,- 
000 acres the total of prime and 
non-prime lands in the county 
recommended by the commis­ 
sion 
for 
inclusion into pre­ 
serves. 
The eleventh - hour applica­ 
tions, designed to get preserve 


agreements approved by the 
supervisors prior to the March 
1 lien date deadline for tax 
concessions, meant that land in 
preserves by the March 1 date 
will be far above that estimated 
as late as last week by plan­ 
ners, if all recommendations 
being sent to the county super­ 
visors are approved at that 
level, too. 


Earlier, the prediction had 
been that the total farm pre­ 
serve acreage by March 1 might 
be about 135,000 acres.

Picture Looks Brighter 
For the Arts in America

WASHINGTON—(N E A ) - 
There were grave nods of ap­ 
proval from social reformers 
and war moderates when 
Lyndon Johnson came to the 
White House five years ago, 
but heavy sighs could be 
heard from the arts com­ 
munity. 
G o o d b y to t h e P a b l o 
Casals concerts and Jackie’s 
historic 
renovations, 
they 
said. Hello to 10-gallon hats 
and Western music in the 
East Room. 
Now the social reformers 
are down in the mouth and 


the peace movement calls 
him traitor, but in the cul­ 
ture corner the tall Texan 
with the earthy speech is be­ 
ing p r o c l a i m e d as an 
esthetic 
heavyweight. 
Not 
for his own fragile reputation 
as a connoisseur, but for his 
contributions toward cultural 
advancement. 
Roger Stevens, director of 
the nation’s first National 
Council on the Arts (organ­ 
ized and funded under Lyn­ 
don Johnson) put it succinct­ 
ly: 
“Lyndon Johnson has 
done more for the arts in 
this country than all other 
presidents combined.’’ 
And the o u t l o o k under

Nixon also looks good, adds

Most m em bers of municipal 
boards for symphonies and 
theater 
g r o u p s 
in 
this 
country are wealthy Repub­ 
lican industrialists and busi­ 
nessm en, he points out, and 
“ now that they’re in power 
I expect they may demand 
m ore attention to the arts." 
There is still much road to 
cover, the artistic say, be­ 
fore Am erica can draw even 
with the rest of the world in 
public support of culture. 
“ We’ve done a very good 
job of trying to prove our 
im age of being interested in 
m aterial things only,” says 
Stevens. “ Until a few’ years 
ago, we 
w e r e the only 
country in the world whose 
governm ent 
did 
not 
give 
some kind of financial sup­ 
port to the a rts.” 
The British government, 
for 
example, 
spends 
six 
tim es as much on the arts 
as the United States, with a 
quarter ot the population. 
With 
enactm ent 
of 
the 
National Foundation on the 
Arts and the Hum anities Act 
of 1965 cam e the first sig­ 
nificant move toward federal 
assistance for the arts in this 
country. Federal funds ap­ 
propriated for art aid in that 
first year totaled $2.5 mil­ 
lion. approxim ately the cost 
of producing one Air Force 
F-105. The total in the cur­ 
rent year is about $6.4 m il­ 
lion, as the total art picture 
in 
governmental eyes ad­ 
vanced at least to the price 
category of an F -lll. 
Thankful for the start that 
has been m ade, m em bers of 
The Arts Council are never­ 
theless 
rankled 
by 
such 
cost com parisons. 
“ If science was 10 times 
m ore 
im portant 
than 
the 
arts, which I don’t believe in 
the first place, we should be 
getting at least one-tenth as 


much money,” said Stevens. 
Were that ratio in effect now 
Apollo 8 couldn't have afford­ 
ed to orbit Miami Beach. 
With what they have, how­ 
ever, it is generally conced­ 
ed that the first National 
Arts Council has done much 
in its four years’ existence. 
Money has been allocated 
supporting 3uch diverse ae 
tivities as a study to improve 
the appearance of highway 
signs, to breathing new life 
into the M a r t h a Graham 
Dance Company. 
Other examples: 
• Assistance to state arts 
councils 
t o t a l i n g 
$8.45 
million. 
• M atching grants to cre­ 
ate a national artists’ center 
in New York’s lower West 
Side to p r o v i d e low-rent 
housing and studios for a rt­ 
ists. 
• M atching grants toward 
creation of a San Francisco 
opera theater. 
• Matching grants to sup­ 
port Negro-authored theater 
productions in schools and 
depressed a r e a s in Los 
Angeles. 
• Matching grants to the 
University of Wisconsin to 
explore methods of sparking 
interest in the arts in small 
rural com munities. 
• Establishm ent 
of 
the 
country’s first Film Institute, 
aim ed at developing excel­ 
lence in filmmaking. 
• Individual grants up to 
$2,000 each to assist 29 gifted 
but unrecognized w r i t e r s 
recom m ended after a nation­ 
wide talent search. 
Such expenditures, as one 
art c o m m e n t a t o r put it, 
“ won’t buy as a Renaissance 
but it may get us a Virgil 
or two.”

nation m ay need both guns 
and butter, they argue, but 
it also needs the cream of 
creativity.

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Whips Job Is No Snap

WASHINGTON — ( N E A ) 
—After witnessing the stir 
created 
by 
Edward 
Ken­ 
nedy’s election to the m ajor­ 
ity whip post recently, a 
large segm ent of Am ericans 
m ust be puzzled that his new 
activities do not continue to 
m ake headlines. 
They may wait a l o n g 
tim e, say Senate veterans, 
who point out that the real 
success of a whip may be 
m easured more by what is 
not seen than by what is. 
“One of the secrets of true 
leadership in this b o d y ,” 
says one, “ is not t a k i n g 
credit for legislation that is 
passed. You c r e a t e allies 
that way, for future battles.” 
The general lack of public 
knowledge a b o u t the new 
title Sen. Kennedy holds is 
best illustrated by the vague­ 
ness of the congratulatory 
telegram s after he was ele­ 
vated to the post by his 
party colleagues. 
“ A lot of them could be 
characterized as s a y i n g 
something like ‘D ear Ted. 
congratulations on your vic­ 
tory, 
whatever 
it 
w as.’ ” 
said Dick Drayne. Sen. Ken­ 
nedy’s press assistant. 
As government terms go, 
majority whip is not exactly 
a household word. To the 
millions of Americans ab­ 
sorbed by Kennedy-watching 
and the heir-apparent the­ 
ory, the reaction must have 
been like seeing Sir Lancelot 
n a m e d 
assistant 
sword- 
sharpener in Camelot. 
The whip job is m ore im ­ 
portant than that. But the 
analogy does have some rel­ 
evance. S w ord-sharpening, 
and wielding, are not outside 
the y o u n g M assachusetts 
senator’s new responsibili­ 
ties. 
The job is easily defined, 
though it grows com plicated 
in its application. The whip 
counts noses preparatory to 
Senate votes. He helps line 
up votes in accordance with 
the m ajority, or Dem ocratic 
p arty ’s stand on the issue at 
stake and is expected to 
m ake sure they all show up 
for the roll call and vote. 
Hence the term “ whip.” 
He also shares the job of 
Senate floor watchdog for his 
party, to guard against su r­ 
prise moves by the opposi­ 
tion.

“ Those books,” he says, 
“ all tended to devalue sex.

partners in an intim ate, com ­ 
plete relationship.” 
He began to write novels, 
always p r o b i n g the man- 
woman relationship in psy­ 
c h o l o g i c a l . 
sociological 
terms. The first three went 
nowhere. 
The fourth was 
•The Harrad Experiment," 
dealing with sex at the col­ 
legiate level. 
It was not 
successful as a hard-cover 
book, 
but 
the 
paper-back 
edition was big. 
“ Proposition 31" is in the 
same genre. It concerns two 
couples whose lives become 
enmeshed, leading to then- 
ultimate decision to live to­ 
gether as one family unit, 
and their belief that such a 
relationship should be legal­ 
ized. 
It is full of documentation 
—quotes from erudite works 
—which may perhaps take 
the curse off the fact that it 
is just as full of play-by-play 


accounts of innumerable sex­ 
ual meetings. 
“ If I had left out the sex­ 
ual details,” Rimmer says. 
“ I’m sure the book would 
have been just as interesting 
and gotten across the point 
I wanted to make just as 
well—but I don’t think it 
would have been published 
“ The public—particularly 
women—want to read all the 
sexual details. They want to 
com pare other people's ex­ 
periences with their own. It’s 
like peeking through a key­ 
hole. Most m arried couples 
don’t discuss their sexual 
relationships, so they like 
to read a b o u t how other 
people get along. 
Perhaps 
if there was more discussion, 
there would be less need to 
have sexual details spelled 
out in novels.” 
Rimmer believes that his 
characters—w ho can only be 
described as promiscuous— 
are realistic. 
Most Ameri­ 
cans, he thinks, have extra­ 


marital sex. 
He doesn't believe his book 
is pornographic, according to 
his own definition of that 
word. To him, pornography 
connotes “ sex that has been 
devalued and brutalized.” He 
thinks that “ Proposition 31” 
is not that at all. but merely 
a delineation of normal sex­ 
ual relationships. 
He also thinks that many 
of today’s novels are porn­ 
ographic or, at least, wrong 
in their portrayal of sex. He 
singles out John Updike’s 
“Couples” as one that is un­ 
realistic, and he dismisses 
Gore Vidal’s “ Myra Breckin­ 
ridge” as “ unnecessary." 
He savs. with a laugh, that 
he thinks “ Proposition 31" 
will be read in the year 2000,

— invented In 1895, by William 
Morgan, physical director of the 
Holyoke, Mass., YMCA. On Aug­ 
ust 31, 1895, the first profes­ 
sional football game was play­ 
ed between the Latrobe, Pennv 
YMCA and a team from the near­ 
by town of Jeannette. 
The YMCA’s most important 
single contribution to sports 
doubtless is basketball, the only 
major American sport that did 
not have its roots in the game 
of another country and our big­ 
gest sport from the standpoint 
of both players and spectators. 
The game is now sanctioned as 
an Olympic event. 
Basketball 
came about 
in 
1891, when Dr. James Naismith, 
a physicial education teacher 
at Springfield College, a YMCA 
training school in Massachu­ 
setts, faced a perplexing prob­ 
lem. During the winter months, 
when football season was over 
and before baseball season be­ 
gan, the young men in his class 
rebelled 
against gymnastics. 
They tired of vaulting the long 
horse, lifting the old-time “ can­ 
nonballs” and doing calisthen- 
tics. 
Dr. Naismith decided he must 
invent an indoor game which 
would be easy to learn, good ex­ 
ercise and have none of the 
roughness of a rugby or foot­ 
ball. The result of his efforts 
was basketball, which was first 
played on a December afternoon 
in 1891, from a set of 13 rules 
posted on a bulletin board and 
with half-bushel peach baskets 
as “ goals.” The ball used was 
borrowed from the soccer team. 
The game was an Immediate 
hit. By the following March, it 
had been introduced as far west 
as California and Oregon and the 
first game had been played in 
Canada. 
One reason for its unprece­ 
dented growth and acceptance 
was the fact that young men 
who graduated from Springfield 
College as YMCA secretaries 
went to all corners of the coun­ 
try to work, introducing the 
game to thousands of people. 
And it went overseas by the 
same means. Duncan Patton, a 
member of the first group to 
play it, introduced basketball to 


India in 1894 and before long 
other Naismith students were 
teaching it to “ Y ” groups in 
France, Japan and China. 
Strangely enough, the origin­ 
al 13 rules have been changed 
very little since Dr Naismith’s 
first draft. Outside of limit­ 
ing teams to five men, the most 
drastic change was the addition 
of backboards 
It seems Dr 
Naismith added them because 
some of the earliest spectators 
used to sit in the balcony during 
the games and either divert 
the ball from the basket or 
help it in, depending upon which 
team thev were rooting for. 
Another oddity: Dr. Naismith 
trained as a doctor, but never 
practiced medicine profession­ 
ally. He was an ordained min- 
but never occupied a pulpit. 
His life was dedicated to build­ 
ing character in youth through 
sports 
That’s the purpose of the 
YMCA’s vast athletic program 
and national YMCA Week is a 
good time to point to the great 
work of this organization which 
has done so much for American 
sports.

Hippies Anonymous: It Helps to Talk

WASHINGTON — (NEA)— 
Every Tuesday evening at 
8:30 a couple of dozen men 
and women meet in a room 
of the St Thomas Episcopal 
Church. 
Rev Henry H. Bruel pre­ 
sides. 
It is an informal affair. 
No navels knock, no minutes 
are i ead One by one people 
just stand up (or remain 
seated) and began talking 
about all the troubles they 
an having with their chil­ 
dren. 
One man Mghs that his 
kid s hair is hanging down 
to his rear end. Another 
wonders what marijuana is 
doing to til«- “little guy” he 
raised 
A w oman takes the floor 
and b< ans a lengthy dis­ 
course on the sexual rela­ 
tionships of her daughter at 
tolletf 
She thinks the girl 
is (oo permissive and en- 
courai ing: uses the pill and 
all that. 
Suddenly, a young man 
uses in the front of the 
room Hts hair is in ringlets, 
he needs a shave and he is 
arrogantly sloppy. 
“Crap,” he says. ‘‘That’s 
all I got*to say.” 
Those in attendance are 
not shocked. On the con­ 
trary they expect and want 
such outbursts. They are all 
p a r e n t s 
of 
outbursting, 
“hippie lik.*“ kids and they 
are 
meeting 
to exchange 
some id eas and find some 
answers. 


Before the evening is over, 
the parents will definitely 
e x c h a n g e ideas. The kid 
with the ringlets and foul 
mouth will see to that. And 
if no answers are forthcom- 


ing, at the very least the 
entire crowd will have bene­ 
fited from the earthy, can­ 
did confrontation. 
The 
c h u r c h 
group 
is 
known 
in 
Washington 
as 


Hippies Anonymous, a nick­ 
name that was born from 
the group’s operational kin­ 
ship to Alcoholics Anony­ 
mous. Like AA. members 
have a similar problem and 
try to solve it by under­ 
standing. soul cleansing and 
mutual suggestion. 
Rev. Bruel, who founded 
the group two years ago, be­ 
lieves that it represents one 
of the few attempts in the 
nation to face the generation 
gap at the root cause and 
fundamental human level. 
Attending parents are up­ 
per middle class, upper mid­ 
dle age. And the kids who 
wander in are 13 to 17 and in 
the full 
bloom 
of flower 
power. 
Bruel says the sessions 
are wide open and uninhib­ 
ited. Squabbles, accusations, 
admissions. And if the min­ 
ister feels his group is going 
stale, he devises something 
communicative to perk it 
up. Taking off shoes, for ex­ 
ample. or turning to one’s 
n e i g h b o r and p l a y i n g 
“touch-touch.” 
Some parents are embar­ 
rassed. Some outraged. But 
about 25 of them say they 
would not miss the weekly 
festival for anything. 
D e s p i t e such devotion, 
though, parents are the first 
to admit they have made 
little real progress. Some 
have gotten runaways back, 
a few are talking to their 
young again, but no problem 
cure-all has been found. 
This is unfortunate, Bruel 
confesses, b e c a u s e many 
parents who visit his meet­ 
ings are seeking cure-alls.

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He says they come in look­ 
ing for aspirin and when 
they don’t find any they 
never come back. 
“Too many parents,” he

The result: a gap, but a 
mutually accepted one. 
So it is, Bruel says, the 
parents have resigned them­ 
selves. They are stuck with 
dope addicts, unwed moth­ 
ers 
and 
revolutionaries. 
They meet weekly because 
it helps to talk about it. They 
meet because it’s encourag­ 
ing to know they are not 
floundering alone. And they 
meet because they care too 
much to just sit at home and 
do nothing at all.

Rickety system 


Had more than one presidential elector decided to cast his 
ballot for someone other than the candidate whose party slate 
he was elected on — as one North Carolina elector did, entire­ 
ly legally — it is likely that Congress would not quite so easily 
have overridden a challenge to his vote. 
Had the electoral vote been closer than it was (301 for 
Nixon, 181 for Humphrey and 46 for Wallace, with 270 need­ 
ed to win) and had enough electors switched to one or another 
candidate to reverse the initial results, it is certain that Con­ 
gress would have done something other than routinely endorse 
the Electoral College tally. 
Such did not happen, and probably will never happen, but it 
will always be a possibility as long as our peculiar electoral 
system remains as peculiar as it is. 


It is a system wherein a citizen does not vote directly for 
the candidate of his choice but for a slate of people he may have 
never heard of who, he trusts, will in turn severally vote for 
that candidate —depending, of course, upon whether a majori­ 
ty of fellow citizens in his state vote for the same slate. If 
a majority doesn’t, then these particular electors are not elect­ 
ed and the votes of all the people who voted for them, no mat­ 
ter how numerous they may be, count for nothing in the election 
of the president. 


Congress has certified a new president under a creaky sys­ 
tem which, by good fortune, worked once again. It is now time 
for Congress to give us a new system, one dependent less upon 
fortune and more upon the will of the people. 


W hy refugees? 


Cyrus Eaton, Cleveland industrialist, gentleman farmer and 
unofficial U.S. ambassador of good will to the Communist 
world, has returned from a visit to Cuba full of praise for the 
island’s maximum leader. 
“ Cuba never had a real chance since Columbus discovered 
it until now,” says Eaton. “ Castro is dedicated to the country 
and the people. You can condemn him for other things, but 
not for that.” 
The same could never have been said about Fulgencio 
Batista, Cuba’s previous dictator, who was dedicated to nothing 
but his self-aggrandizement. 
Strangely, though, in the days of Batista, bad as they were, 
one never heard of people risking their lives in small boats

just to escape from the island. 
There was no such thing as a refugee airlift to Miami, 
with a waiting list of tens of thousands of Cubans honing to get 
on it and willing to pay the price of leaving behind everything 
they own but the clothes on their backs. 
It must mean something when 81 men, women and children— 
and a hundred or so others who didn’t make it — iravel 600 
miles by truck and then brave bullets and dogs to make a dash 
into Guantanamo naval base and are afraid to give their names 
lest reprisals be taken against their relatives. 
Evidently they just don’t understand what the dedicated Cas­ 
tro is trying to do for his country and his people. Perhaps 
Eaton can explain it to them. 


Census folly 


The time is the spring of 1970. The 
place is your front porch. The cast of 
charactors include you and a government 
worker carrying credentials to prove he 
is a census taker. 
“Good morning, sir. Are you the head 
of the household? Before you answer 
that question, let me remind you that 
there is a fine of $100 and a 60 day 
jail sentence for refusal to do so. Now, 
are you the head of the household?” 
“Well, that is a

to 
some amount of de­ 
bate,” you answer. 
“I think I am, but 
my wife staunchly re­ 
fuses to acknowledge 
it as fact.” 
“ Let me put it an­ 
other way, then, sir. 
Do you wear the pants 
in the family?” 
“Yes and no,” you 
reply. “ In this day and age, who can tell. 
My wife wears pants more than she wears 
a dress.” 
“ Now, s ir,” the census taker huffs 
out, “this is no matter for levity. The 
question must be answered explicitly. 
And failure to answer as requested 
can land you in jail for two months 
and cost you $100. ” 
“Okay, okay.” Your impatience with 
the census man is beginning to show. 
“ Let’s say that I take a back seat and 
leave it at that.” 
“That’s fine. Now, let’s get on with 
the next question. How many bathrooms 


do you have in the house?” the census 
taker inquires.

But you are wrong. It is important 
that the Census Bureau know how many 
bathrooms exist in the most developed 
nation in the world. It gives some am­ 
munition when they compare the country 
to other nations. 


“I’ve got one and a half,” you final­ 
ly answer, obviously trying to confuse the 
gentleman on the front doorstep. 
“ And, sir, with whom do you share 
the bathrooms?” is the next question. 
“With five kids of my own, a wife, 
two dogs, and over a dozen kids who just 
wander through.”

W orld Report by Henry J. Taylor 
Mere bigness 


At this time of the year, the most 
useless thing a man owns is his wal­ 
let. 


Outgoing Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark, busy as usual waving his liberal 
credentials but neatly leaving the pro­ 
blem to his successor, has personally 
announced a Justice Department suit 
filed against the Atlantic Richfield Com- 
pany-Sinclair Oil Corporation merger. 
Still reluctant to 
instigate charges a- 
gainst 
the 
instiga­ 
tors of the Chicago 
riots way back last 
August, a typical re­ 
luctance 
on 
Mr. 
Clark’s part now no­ 
torious, 
he 
stated 
that he lr>d started 
h i s 
investigation 
“ less than half an 
hour after the merg­ 
er proposal was dis­ 
closed” last October 31. 
In this charade Mr. Clark, looking pale 
and rather perky, as if he had just been 
fired out of a cannon into a net, conven­ 
iently failed to mention t:.at there would 
be in the field, in any case, five larger 
companies than the merger. Beyond 
these there is now the giant British 
Petroleum 
Company 
which 
recently 
bought East Coast marketing facilities 
and which put an entirely new competi­ 
tor into the United States, a glaring 
fact which Mr. Clark’s complaint com­ 
pletely ignored. 
The Justice Department has the vital 
role of preserving competition. We know 
how the blood courses through our veins 
and arteries, carrying off the waste mat­ 
ter and bringing oxygen and renewed 
life to all our tissues. Well, that’s what 
competition does in industry. And I, for 
one, am opposed to exploiting this coun­ 
try in favor of anybody —labor or capi­ 
tal or anybody else. But for the Justice 
Department to preserve competition is 
one thing; for it to throw the book at the 
need for bigness in our very big coun­ 
try and powerfully attack mere big­ 
ness is quite another. 
These special thinkers raid mere big­ 
ness like Mongols with a special zest 
which 
is 
inborn 
and 
absolutely 
unquenchable. And this is where Mr. 
Clark and these ideological bombar­ 
diers have parted company with the best 
interests of the United States. 
The best 
answer 
to the question 
of mere bigness probably came from 
Abraham Lincoln when somebody asked 
him how long a man’s legs should be. 
“ Long enough to reach the ground,” 
he answered. How big is big? Big enough 
to do the job. 
Five Polish glassmakers came to 
Jamestown, Va., from London in the fall 
of 1608, the year the colony was found­ 
ed, and built the first glass factory, 
and, with it, established our first in­ 
dustry. How does it happen that Ameri­ 
cans, with 6 per cent of the world’s 
people, have been able to accumulate 
more than the other 94 percent of the to­ 
tal world production? 
Who is The Boss in business? The cus­ 
tomer is the boss. Our industry is nec­ 
essarily dedicated to satisfying the buy­ 
er. The ideological bombardiers seem to 
get as confused about this as an idiot 
eating an artichoke. Not only is the in­ 
dustrial seller who gouges the public 
inviting another company to invade his 
industry but industries compete with 
each other for the disposable sales 
dollar. And if a company stops ierv- 
ing the public it will grow smaller 
a lot faster than it grew big. 
The existence of large-scale e iter- 
prise means that needed facilities and 
industrial technical equipment and re­ 
search talent is organized, is in op­ 
eration and is immediately available 
in both peace and war. Each technical 
center underwrites a dynamic economy 
in that industry. In the aggregate they 
underwrite 
American 
industry as a 
whole. 
There is competition and freedom of 
enterprise between large as well as 
small companies and between them all. 
To impede growth is to deny progress 
and to deny progress is to destroy great­ 
ness. 
The government must at all times show 
great vigilance and lend its support to 
competition but must be ever cautious 
lest it damage individual corporate ef­ 
forts that are the only real source of 
public welfare, general advancement and 
national security, 


If our free, competitive enterprise 
is weakened our most effective weapon 
in the cold war is sabotaged, our big­ 
gest advantage lost and the whole bal­ 
ance of world power tilted to the side 
of the Soviet Union. 
For our nation’s welfare and secur- 


ity, Mr. Clark’s successor has no more 
urgent responsibility than to stop these 
ideological witch hunts, here and now, 
and correctly enforce the laws.

Democratic flub 


WASHINGTON (NTA) 
Lawrence F. O’Brien’s departure from 
the national political scene signals the 
temporary end of a career in organize- 
tional politics which somehow never was 
allowed to reach the peak it was clear­ 
ly destined for. 
Probably not in this century has there 
been in either major party a man more 
suited by ability, energy, temperament 
and training for what ought to be in every 
case the exacting responsibilities of ana. 
tional chairmanship. 
But after 16 years of laboring in the 
political vineyards, much of that time in 
behalf of presidents or presidential can­ 
didates, O’Brien found it his fate to gain 
the Democratic chairmanship only at 
a very late hour in the 1968 campaign — 
with just two months to perform a near­ 
miracle and try to elect Vice President 
Humphrey. 
What he, in fact, 
inherited on Sept. 1, 
1968, was an incredi­ 
ble wreckage which, 
by some curious rea­ 
soning, had original­ 
ly been expected to 
serve an incumbent, 
President 
Johnson, 
v 
and was not even fit 
v 
for that, let alone 
supporting a 
suc­ 
cessor nominee. 
Having been described by the late 
President Kennedy as the “ best eleo 
tions man in the business,” O’Brien look­ 
ed in 1960 to be the wisest possible choice 
for the new president’s national chair­ 
man. But there came the first unfor­ 
tunate turn. 
Kennedy wanted O’Brien for another 
critical job, top White House man for 
congressional liaison work — potential 
key to winning passage of presidentially 
sponsored legislation. Dutifully, O’Brien 
took on tne task and per formed supreme­ 
ly well, continuing there at the same 
high level for two years under Presi­ 
dent Johnson. 
The national chairmanship at the out­ 
set went to John Bailey, simply as a re* 
ward for his early attachment to Kerv- 
nedy’s cause and his labors in locking 
up New England’s 114 delegate votes, 
roughly a seventh of the number Ken­ 
nedy needed for nomination. 
O’Brien never relished the liaison 


job, but he abandoned thought of the 
chairmanship, despite repeated rumors 
he would get it. 
Johnson talked O’Brien into serving 
longer as liaison man than he wanted 
to. Then, when he was about to leave, 
the President stunned him by naming him 
postmaster general. 
•He was always a key political advi­ 
ser to Johnson. His services in 1966 
were legion. Yet even after the Democrat 
tic disaster that fall, and the heavy cl* 
mor to have O’Brien replace Bailey, 
Johnson would not shift his most reliable 
political aide to that post. 
Had 
Johnson 
run 
again 
in 1968, 
O’Brien would ultimately have been his 
campaign manager. But the President’s 
withdrawal and the late Robert Kennedy's 
entry into the race freed him at last to 
get back more openly into politics. 
Suspicion always existed in some party 
quarters that Johnson hung back from 
naming O’Brien natonal chairman be­ 
cause he feared that in that somewhat 
more independent role his earlier Ken­ 
nedy associations would rise to fresh pro- 
mmence and disadvantage Johnson. 
The tragedy of Robert Kennedy's dealt 
brought O’Brien into Humphrey’s camp 
after strong pleas from the vice presi­ 
dent. His commitment to Humphrey, 
however, was intended to end in Chicago 
in August. 
But the combination of friendship for 
the vice president, deep loyalty to the 
party, and a scribbled note from his wife 
around 4 a.m. telling him to go ahead,per- 
sauded O'Brien to take the n"Uonal 
chairmanship through the campaign and a 
little beyond. 
Strong pressures on him to stay de­ 
veloped predictably but were foredoom­ 
ed to failure. O'Brien was eager for 
more lucrative work. 
Nevertheless, he might have stayed. 
Politics is his life. Yet a party which for 
more than eight years has tolerated its 
own decay and regularly starved itself 
financially at the organizational level 
could not make out a convincing case 
to him with vague promises. 
So, for awhile at least, the Democrats 
lose O’Brien, who could have been the 
best chairman in their history, who at 
all times has made politics the honor­ 
able pursuit it can be, and gained himself 
an army of friends among politicians and 
their skeptical observers.
